Fats Still Are
Needed, U.S.
Agency Reports

Los Angeles County house-
wives saved and turned in. 358,
563 pounds of used kitchen fats
for the mohth of January, 1947
according to A. G. Hemmlng.
chairman, USDA .County ‘Agri
cultural Conservation Associay
tion in Los Angeles.

This is a considerable increase
over the 251,809 pounds sal-
vaged in December, indicating
that housewives are aware that
the fats and oils shortage - still
continues and are taking advan-
tage of the fact that most meat
markets  are now ‘paying sub-
stantially more -for used fats.

The Fat Salvage Program has
been_in' operatjon for more ‘than
four years and nationally . has
averaged a daily collection fig-
ure of 451,000 pounds. These are
fats which would otherwise be
wasted. and. are now salvaged
for such essential uses_as soap,
electﬂc‘i‘k\(ﬂ!&s aints, tires
and many otHer hard-to-get pro-
ducts.

While the ccllection figures for
January are considerably over
those of December, they stilllag
behind' collections of a year ago,
Los.

1946.
